SERVICE BOARD NOTES

It would seem that the late 
snow and the continuous wet 
weather has retarded the fore¬ 
casted grasshopper infestation to 
some extent. No reports of any 
great amount of grasshoppers have 
been received recently. A continu¬ 
ation of the warm weather could 
and possibly will change the pic¬ 
ture considerably and farmers are 
warned to be on the lookout for 
the young grasshoppers and if 
necessary, start control as soon as 
po ssi b l e . — -————_______ 

Some caution will have to be 
used with the use of some of the 
chemicals on account of residues. 
Recent evidence has shown that 
many of our most effective insecti¬ 
cides remain as residues on many 
crops and are stored in the bodies 
of animals that eat them. Al¬ 
though these residues may not 
kill the animals, they can have 
a serious effect on the health of 
the human consumer. 

Most insecticides, with the ex¬ 
ception of Rotcnone, DDT, and 
Malathion, should not be applied 
to forage or pasture that will be 
fed to milking cows. The safety 
period after application of DDT is 
30 days and after Malathion, 7 
days. At present, for animals being 
fed for slaughter, it is not possible 
to recommend a safety period of 
less than 90 days when insecticides 
such as Aldrin and Deildren are 
used. The safety period is the time 
it takes for the insecticide to dis¬ 
sipate, leaving the pasture and 
forage safe for animal consump¬ 
tion. - ■ ■ ■

These well-baby clinics are held for the purpose of weighing 
and measuring Infants and toddlers, and discussing any pro¬ 
blems with parents regarding feeding, training and general care. 
Your child should be Immunized at the following times: Start¬ 
ing at three months old, three doses, at monthly intervals, with 
a combined vaccine containing diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and poliomyelitis. (D.P.T. Polio Vaccine) Booster doses 
of the above vaccine should be given at the following ages, 12 
to 18 months, 3 years, and about 5 years. 

Smallpox vaccination should be started any time after three 
months of age and before the child is one year old with revac¬ 
cination taking place every fifth year thereafter. 

When a child attends school the Health Unit assumes respon¬ 
sibility for maintaining Immunization provided the parents sign 
the appropriate consent form which will lie submitted to them. 
There is no charge at these elinics which are a service of the 
Foothills Health Unit.
